1. REGARDING PARA 3, REP A, CONCERNING REPORTED UNDERSTANDING OF 
JAPANESE CHARGE IN LIMA THAT U.S. AMBASSADOR HAD TRIED UNSUCCESS- 
PULLY TO MAKE PORMAL PRESENTATION TO PONMIN ON KHMER REPRESENTA- 
TION ISSUE, WE THINK SOMETHING SOMEWHERE MUST HAVE BEEN LOST IN 
TRANSLATION. AS DEPT. AND USUN AWARE (REF B), AMBASSADOR DEAN 
CALLED ON DE LA PLOR AT THE POREIGN MINISTRY ON OCTOBER 16 PUR- 
SUANT TO LATEST INSTRUCTIONS FOR U.S. DEMARCHE ABOUT CAMBODIA. 

AT THAT TIME, AMBASSADOR MADE HIS POINTS ORALLY AND LEPT "TALKING 
POINTS PAPER" IN SPANISH TO ENSURE ACCURATE PONOPP RECORD. DE LA 
PLOR'S REACTION WAS NOT "VERY COLD" BUT NON-COMMITTAL, AND GAVE 
US LITTLE HOPE THAT PERU WOULD GO EVEN SO PAR TOWARD U.S. 

POSITION AS TO ABSTAIN ON KHMER REPRESENTATION ISSUE. 

2. ADDRESSEES HAVE OUR 8880 REPORTING JAPANESE AMBASSADOR'S 
DEMARCHE TO PONOPP OCTOBER 18. IN ADDITION, JAPANESE CHARGE TOLD 
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ATTEMPT TO SEE EONMIN DE LA FLOR. DE LA ELOR DECLINED TO SEE 
SAITO, SAYING THIS WAS A BAD MOMENT AND HE WAS VERY BUSY PREPAR- 
ING FOR OAS MEETING IN QUITO. SAITO LEET LIMA NOVEMBER 5 WITHOUT 
SEEING ANYONE IN EONOEF, BUT HE DID INSTRUCT CHARGE TO SEE AN 
UNDER-SECRETARY THIS WEEK. 

3. JAPANESE CHARGE HAD TOLD DCM NOVEMBER 2 THAT HE THOUGHT THIS 
WAS BAD TIME EOR SAITO TO COME TO LIMA IN VIEW OE TWO BI-LATERAL 
JAPANESE-PERUVIAN PROBLEMS (JAPAN'S DUMPING OP COPPER STOCKS, AND 
CLAUSE PROVIDING FOR A FOREIGN ARBITRATOR IN THE RECENTLY SIGNED 
OIL PIPELINE CONTRACT). JAPANESE CHARGE SAID TODAY HE RELIEVES THESE 
PROBLEMS LED TO DE LA FLOR'S REFUSAL TO RECEIVE AMBASSADOR 
SAITO. 

4. COMMENT: WE SEE DE LA FLOR'S REFUSAL TO RECEIVE SAITO AS 
CALCULATED SNUB. CHANCES FOR PERU'S EVEN ABSTAINING ON KHMER 
RESOLUTION, NEVER GOOD, WOULD NOW SEEM WORSE THAN EVER.
